tbe  rea*on  for  a  preference  for  the  Weet  over  the  Eaat,  it  quoted  Dorn  reli¬ 
able  authority: 

WEST  ENDS. 

Most  penona  think  that  the  reaeon  why  the  Weet  end  of  London  or  New 
York  i*  more  faehionable  than  the  Eaat,  ta  nothing  more  than  the  topograph¬ 
ical  figuration  of  the  capital.  Rut  the  Academy  of  Sciencee  ofParia  hie  pro¬ 
nounced  thia  opinion  to  be  a  delneion,  aa  we  learn  from  an  article  iu  the  Loo 
don  Athenmom.  ** 

In  tbefirat  plane,  it  appear*  that  it  is  not  only  at  London,  but  at  Paris,  Vi¬ 
enna,  Berlin,  Turin.  St.  IVeraborgh,  and  almoet  every  other  capital  in  Bn- 
rope — at  Liege,  Caen,  Montpelier,  Toblonae,  and  aeveral  other  large  town* — 
wherever,  in  fact,  there  are  not  gnat,  local  o bated** — the  tendency  of  the 
wealthier  inhabitant*  to  group  themaelvaa  to  the  weal  is  shnoet  aa  etirmgiy 
marked  aa  in  the  “grant  metropolis."  Ia  tbe  eecond  place,  at  Pompeii  and 
other  ancient  town*,  the  Mine  thing  may  be  noticed  ;  and  in  the  third  jdaoa, 
where  the  local  figuration  of  lh«  town  i«eoeaaiiate*  an  incmaae  in  a  different 
direction,  the  moment  the  obatade  eeaaca,  houeee  fpraad  toward  the  veaL  , 
lliie  last  fact  may,  it  is  elated,  ba  particularly  observed  at  Rome,  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  nl  Edinburgh. 

When,  then,  all  cities  and  towna  have  their  beet  district*  in  the  went,  it  ia 
pretty  clear  that  the  cause  of  it  must  ba  some  general  law  entirely  distinct 
from  loed  situation  What  is  that  law  f  “It  arises  from  the  atmospheric 
pressure,"  anew  ere  the  Acadrmy  of  J^cienoe.  “When  the  barometric  column 
nee*,  Smoke  and  pernicious  emanations  rapidly  evaporate  in  space.  In  the 
contrary  case  we  see  that  smoke  and  pernicious  vapon  remain  in  apartments 
and  on  tke  surface  of  the  soil  Now,  every  one  know*  that  of  all  winds,  that 
which  cadkee  the  grepteot  ascension  of  tha  barometric  column  is  that  of  the 
Hit,  and  that  which  lowers  the  most  in  the  west.  When  the  latter  blows,  it 
ha*  the  inconvenience  of  carrying  with  it  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  all 
the  deleterious  gases  which  it  meets  in  its  paaatgc  over  the  western  parts.  It 
result*  from  that  that  the  inhabitants  of  tb«  eastern  part  of  the  town  have  to 
expert  not  only  their  own  smoke  and  miasma,  hut  thoae  of  the  western  part 
ofthe  town,  brought  to  them  by  the  west  winds 

|<  “When,  oaths  oontrary,  the  east  wind  Mows,  it  pnrifie*  the  air  by  eatuiag 
to  nieand  tha  pernicious  emanation#  which  it  cannot  drivn  to  the  west. 
ConeaqnenUy,  the  inhabitants  of  the  west  receive  pure  air  from  whatever  part 
of  the  horiaon  it  may  arrive;  and  it  maybe  added  that,  be  the  weet  wind* 
are  those  which  most  frequently  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  the  air 
pore  and  as  It  arrives  from  tbe  country.  “ 

After  thus  explaining  why  tK*  western  parte  are  the  beet,  the  Academy 
make#  then*  recommendation* : 

1.  That  persons  who  have  the  liberty  of  choice,  and  especially  those  of 
tifinlr  health,  should  reside  in  the  western  parts  of  the  towns 

ft  That  all  seUMiahmente  from  which  emanate  pernicious  vapors  and 
■mi*  ahoald  be  pieced  in  the  aaeL 

ft  That  in  building  a  hone#  in  a  town,  and  even  ia  the  eenatrj 
and  other  dependencies  from  which  pernicious  emanation*  may 


be  placed  te  tbe  east  The  members  of  the  Academy  who  have  aanoanoed 
the  prorod in#  dteaovury,  and  made  the  preceding  recommendation#  art,  all 
ef  them,  ef  furopoan  reputation  aa  eeeestt.

judges  Only  one  of  them,  a  musician 
unknown  to  tame,  aad  perhaps  the  need 
it  of  the  lot,  rejected  the  bribe.  I  base 
alt  tbeir  names,  but  perhaps  it  is  inexpe¬ 
dient  to  mention,  even  lb*  tingle  honorable 
exception. 

The  testimonial,  they  any,  they  got  and 
paid  lor.  Bat  a  competitor  ef  low  degree, 
se  lar  as  instruments  war*  concerned,  who 
had  aot  so  much  aa  a  workshop,  but  who 
bought  his  instruments  of  third  rate  makers 
who  were  not  above  lettering  their  work 
with  hi*  name  as  manufacturer — we*  too 
liberal  for  them  in  the  single  and  vital 
item  of  bribery.  The  sward,  each  as  it 
went  to  this  more  enterprising  party, 
whonf  check*  went  in  tnra  to  tha  foor 
purchasable  judge*,  for  $600  apiece;  to 
the  deep  rbagrim  of  my  Imformenta,  who 
frankly  assure  me  thet  they  would  have 
been  glad  to  double  their  offer,  if  they 
bed  had  any  idea  that  judges  rated  so 
high.
